The retiof that | felt, when [ rend the fore-
gotng tbrice, wie not unmixed with a shrinkiog
seusgl'on, ns 01 Cinelopatos sudadenly sum-
monecd to the iead of toe Rowman arinies, My
regard tor public spenkérs, never profound,
amounted inthe gpace of (wo moments to the
deepest admiration, What were dodeing ehnin,
canister, and lead, to the deadly contentration
of a hundred opertglasses and the ioward
comprrison of o thonzand silent jurymen and
goesips, who had listenad (o the silver Pm'i-.nls
of Wendell Phallips, and lived an intellectual
Ifetime in every epgrmm of Mr. Bwmerson !
Hidden behind my sanctum ourtalns, with o
suuey and itehing qail! 1o <Kirmish betore the
fiippant body of convietions, of which every
journalist has a corps d'ermee, 1 conld wound,
demoralize, or vout 4 village ol sentimental-
ists; but to urroask fo the presence ot the foe,
ard show them the nukedness of the oracle they
garc d—Ugh ! 1t mnde me ashamed,

Wha t ineulties had I for pubhic speaking ? My
volee was shidrp, but sbarpness without volume
was like one of Furragut™ runs without weight.
I was accused of conlidence, and had dexte-
rously aflirmoed the mistake, but my conseleace
whispered to me that 1t wns only a species of
spusitivencsa wo proud to shrink when |t
wanted to, Hud grace?  Ho! ho! it hud
tuken me a week to sit usivide a horie; my sister
would not waltz with me; | gestored most edec-
tively with wy bunds Ly pockets; | was too
intenge in every subject 1o be earnest in any:
and oi ver took & lesgon in eloeution ginee ban-
ished from the nursery, prematurely, for si.
lence,

In brief, I was 1 beardles: youith of twenty-
four, with that unfortuuaste browuness of “ locks
aud lghiness of eses for whieh one (s chal-
lenged at the polls 48 o winor up o his forticth
birthaay,

I do not say that I am eiving a fair pieture of
myself in this; butitis a fathinl copy ol my
conceptions ol myself when the Poutawntta-
mie Association summoned me to the ros-
trum. Just gt this wavering time, however, the
Thebes Association, the  Alexandrin Labracy,
and the Irrawaddy Institute sent on word that
they jowned the Pottawettamies, and were quite
anxious o hear me talk at my curhest pleasure,
Very soon | had some twenty upplications, and
when I showed them to Mr. Pitlip, the muong-
ing editor, he sald:—="Go o ! lecturing s the
cusiest way i the world of getting on.”

I thereiore replied to the Pottawattamies that

early in December, and next day great nuin-
bers of people in the city of Potlawittamie
were reading my nume on dea | walls, and won.

In the eourse
of & week the Pottawattamie datly papers eame
to haud, aud as 1 looked over the List of loe-
turers who were to favor the Assoclation during
the winter, 1 felt the shrinking sensation again,

versutile dgivine, Mallett; the graat Coush, -
gpired of tempersuce; De Seville, the most
original of humorists out of the nursery: Tous-
saint and Petard, aboriginal agitntors, and (ene-
ral Tadonls, the statistician of valor. Sand-
wiched nidst so wueh learning, [ fully ecnered
into the teelings of a junlor counsel, retained in
a terride murder trinl, if, indeed, my flushes
were not as gullty asthose ol the crimiual, sur-
rounded by so muech lesrning. That | bad
previously leotured was no ussurance whatever,
tnther dad 1 suffor influite suspense at the ad
monition of that wild foray upon the Lancs
shirve coast, where [ spent wmy last sovercign to
make public sentiment on the Amerienn yues
tion, and was paid I etorms of cheers and
sounteg-cheers, with scarcely enough glory to
reach Liverpool. In the meantime the lecture
associplions, repregenting their own interesis,
were emphatle o their indorsements. 1t made
me pile to read paragrapls from the Hudson
to Lake Michigan, dilating upon the Auency of
my address, the sonorousness of my atternnoes,
and the pictorial dignity of my churactoriza
tions. The Becretary ot the Fottuwattamie lnd
& versatility of laudation lhittle short ol genius,

lecturer, 1 wounld tell the plwin trath of journal-
ism without sneer or varnish, and uttering no
sentiments that were not convictlons, be lke
wise cangid in my person, and say po period
for mete applange, and put the people to sleep
rather than be their butfoon, With a platform
of princioles to stand upon, it Is astonishing how
promprly words came to express them. Uslm-
ness came, o, and 1 went to Tlon in a sleeping
car, with notbing to leeture about, xa quietly ns
Tour Anvergne surrendered hig foroes to the
windmill when he nad & musket ut his back.
At llon I had me a fire bullt, and begsn
to write hetore breakfust, At tour o'elock
the “Recreations” were down iu blask and
white, and then the committee called,

They have l-}; o
commercinl ambition, and coter to no Intestine
vamities, but wateh the perlodical Literature of
the country, 10 tnconrinze any rising star, and
knowing nothing of the eavies nnd bittérnesses
o letlers, are alike independent ol partisan pre-
judices,  They ure at onee the nelive and the
conservative power of the West, No oharlatan-
fcm meets thom but to be nshamed ; no timid
exoellence bt to be approved. 1 would bave
the young ller lewrs 0f New York made awire
of thege silent and vigilant censors, who hold
personal integrity o be an inseparable ecom-
ponent ol fa'eot, and losa wizght ot no publle
wrelter irom (e date of his first success tll his
denth.

Of thie description were the commitiee-men
of 1lon —fresh.” hanasome, raguclous—who
measured me at the Hrat salute, and pleasantly
jnquiced o8 to my wishes for the niebt. These
were few; to be introduced without an adjec
tive, und by my osme slone—nol my past nor
my promise; o glass of water; a resding atand;
and a stropg, <haded hght. The commilles

It was filled with
voungr men, fedutely affable, and, of them all, 1
was the yourgedt, If they were a trifle cone
corned at oy extreme youth, L telt my pride ex-
panded in their doubt, and slpped off my hat
and overcoat, and locked onoe in the Little mir-
rior,  The (ace 1 saw there wiag the son of the
man it refleeted, T walked to the stage door and
glanecd at the audience. Oh! heart that | foel
wrinkling; oli! boy that T feel growing man
untimely; oh! early, emrnest, fond torill of
riptning recognition; | wish that the winter
would roll boack snd let me live that glance
agam |

There were o thonsand people assembled; the
plumes in the bonuets, the gloss ol the oarls, the
eyee all [used uud lushing and walbng, cthe hurry
al the door, the low, expectunt gussip, the splon-
dor ol the Lehte—1 jele an mstant's dimness,
happiness, terror—

“Come,” sald the Secretary, *‘let us go on”
There wis an old gewtleman, portly and im-
weing, who, somehow, got on with our party.
le wus at once “eized on as the “Special Corres.
spondent,” though how he could ever hive
ridden a horse, or, with those pounds avoirdu.
pois, bad any “Recreations” wlhateoever, was
my mental interrogatory, sven in thal critical
instant, 1 took the middie chuir—President and
Secrcipry on either hand; the stage dlled imme-
dintely; 1 heard my name pronouneed, and wis
standing at toe little reading desk, with my
book spread out, and all the eyes wide opeu
with a sort ol surprised smile in the boltoms of
thewm, aud perlect silence,

It is only to Iasten every public speaker's
first =ensations into type that 1 dwell upon the
phasges of that evening, Those who have passed
them may be assistea to revive thewr reminis-
cences; the coming orators may gain & fore-
taste,

The first perception wik that of erudeneds
talkivg to confusion. Whether wuybody or
everybody whispered, or whether all the ribbons
blew, or all the gas jets flashed, or a coneert of
indifierruce arose, 1 determined ouly that nobody
wos hetening, and became myselt Hstless, so
that I could tuke note of the pitch and tone of
my voice, These truly sermed incongruons; 1
made no roundpcsses; everything cut like a
kunifé, but not a word echoed. T appeaved to
talk 10 all the corners and cornices and window
sille: my eyes lacked directvese, like my matter;
I wie lolling, not declaiming, and the umities in
my ecssay becwme paintully imapesieet. 1 won-
dered my=clt whatl end T was talking towards,
and everybody seemed gaping Lo tnd oot as
much,

It 4 man wants his faults of rhetorie exposed
to himsel! as much as his fauls of elocution to
his audicnce, let him decliim  his bost composi-
tions belore o thousand people.

The =econd een=ation is that of extroordi-
nory ueuteness nddressing individualities, The
senies prow quick as quicksilver; you hear o
chair rottle; you #ee a cock-eyed mun look
two ways, and follow both his aogles
of vitlon; yon feel the texture of the green
baize under your palm; you wonder why a coimn-
ma indtend of & colon was written in a certain
place of your manuseript; then yon Lecome
mterested in cerfain Ioces, and know exactly
what they are expressing; the person in the
long beard 8 cola and wmoeredulous—yon make
ddewd set at him to talk bim into sympathy:
the old womnn in the Leghorn bonnet sleaps
vith one eye—you talk that eyve swake in uo
time, nnd are very il nt ease i youdon't. Ina
word, von pick saliences out ol the dudienee,
as points of attack sre picked out of & fortitica-
tion,

All ut onee, while you procecd with your
analyeis, g sor ol elatier beging, 1t Is hke the
distant tumble of croekers; but it teavels up
and down the floors, as tuble-rappings ure suid to
do, wery timadly at drsy, but directly all the edges
ol vound roll into one concave, and there isa
penl to powerful that yon cannot hear yoursels
at all, I tukes o moment or two for you to tlly
understund this demonstration. Suddenly you
feel that it is applavse. You ean remark two
old pentlemen with canes who are rapping: &
woman, until now very pallid and sttentive, is
observed to flugh, as it she felt something you
nverred; only the cock-eyed man is imperturba-
bie, but it s impossible to say woen he suules
and when he dou't.

You distruet this applause till you see what
drew it torth, and, 1o vour great joy, it 12 one of
vour earnesi, indiopant truths that stiveed the
hearts of people, This you jeel to be a much
nobler sort of approbation than if you had merely
invoked the shatt of Bunker hill and call d the
army gneette wloud; =0 you are vastly encoursced,
and look upon vour sudience 85 hignly intelli-
pent, The first Jaugh you excite strengthens
your confidence immensely; it shows you that
people are not averse to laughing, and that you
are not s0 much of a desth’s head s8 you sup-
posed, As the moments slip, you become per-
sounlly sequainted with every man, woman, and
child in the house. I there is a yawn it plagaes
you 1o tear; & boy who has been sitting with his
month open, hugely mterested, suddenly shuts
it; you would have that boy hanged unless ne
gaped on the spor! Biny! A person rises; 14 he
really woing to leave the house 7 The old dis-
trugl #t onece relurns; your interest must be
flagging i thut man should leave. Huzza! he i=
only taking ol his overcoat, and, us he sits
agnin you inwardaly pronounce hun the most in-
telhgent manan Hhon,  [Las the cock-ayed man
who receives your most Arcmendous sentences
with the same odoubiful divergence; he bhours
your poetry with one eye ia the cornlee And the
other in your vest pocket, and you ave frate be-
cause you eannot talk both eyes together., At
lust, altér an honr of thrills, and joys, and sus-
penses, you (el the last word of your locture
gllde away, aud Lesr the feet all” thunder at
once, and everybody rises, and you Jwll into a
thousand million arma, and shake hunds with
mankind, und bow and smile out of real exubes
rapoe o every body, |

Then you find yourself before the grate
in  yowr froom with certain  of  the
comm ittee plessantly eonversing;  they do
not koow  whst  burnlng sire  you
have to bear the success of the night talked
over, and every comment von interpret thrae
wiys, us sengl'lve us jeslousy to the test re-
gard, At lns! the secretary riees and sproads o
recelpt-hook upon the tuble; you see the greon-
backs uprolled, and feel hed and mercenary,
but your pame goes down, sud he discloses be-
fore t & long roll of famous autographs. |Here
18 Heénry Giles—there Guavazzl—close before
Beecher—a phalanx of bishops—a whole (doulcy
of eninent prolescors. You feel & great deal
more exeited than when your name stands on a
feredgn magazige cover between Bir Lawrence
Winxailes wod George Lewes,

You are along, withthe lank notes apte achsd,
the fira dving In the grate, your vahse packed
for the wianiht trmn,_mrl the Bovish elution
Las pubslded, You seernly whik to and tro, und
lean-upen- dho-mnntelplece, and  «and like 8o
older and-gravermandntne faee of 4 news and
mote exnbting rortety. A convietibu af respon-
gibility comes lige & solomn eliation, to tell you
that you'ste po more an indiferent unit sm'dst
vour race, but one whose 1ife has pussed trom
himeell, As from your ¢losel you involuniarily
onme to stand belore these thowsand people,
buck to it toey shall follow you, and look across
your shouldgr, and be your rebuke or in-
dorsement. Farewell, Bohemia! the worll of
boys, the sphere of Bedonins, with all thy way
unrltli judgmenis, and fexible convictions, and
dissolote skepticisms1 1t 18 no more the public
—it is sooiety tgwhom you tilk——sons, daugh-
ters, wives' mothers—God |

And it the knees go down, why! let the fire
blage, and the shters burst wide open, und the
whole continent look in.  There 1 no vitality in
auy resolation nuless you breathe into it the
breath of a prayer!

1 had no trouble with any of my appoint
ments, and journcyved lrom town to wi,
slraight westward, making a zizzig through the
Connectiont Western Keserve, and describing an
arc through Michiean amd Northwestern -
nols, to return to the Penusslvunia border, and
fulfil =ome scattering obligntions, In thia cir-
cnit, onee repeated, 1 travelled =even thousund
miles (rom my point ol depariure, and for three
consccutive weeks spoko every wigut, 1t oe-
ctrrsd to me, therstore, that Paffip, the manne-
ing editor, was mare literally than fizuratively
correct, when he deseribed lecturiog st good
way to ‘geton.’ I truth, I found it hard enough,
and harder by its apparent ea-c; for where one
expects an excursion and eatelica oold, rhonma-
tsm, ana disepses 01 the spleen he grows old by
the sheer deceit of the tange, T olten lecturesd
two hours, entertained the eommittee tll mid-
night, and had to rise at three o'clock o the
morn:ng to be able to make the next conneotion,
Combined with this physical dlsiress was the
dread of falling spiris, which now aud then
overbike the hiveliest paripatedie. Ao sudience
knowe iittle of the man whe rises hefore them
in cloth and linen, smooth of beard and gpecch,
and plenges for an bour, and diggppears, Thoere
Is n nameless melancholy and indizposition
which makes that seance an hour-on-the-rack
to the philesopher himsolf,

One of thegmost popnlar lecturers last winter
was the rattling wesiern journalist, Beel Lawler,
He painted in oil and music, was o tender senti-
mentalist, and hud no superior in the power of
interesting and embellishing.  Yeb he 1s snid to
have sullered this peripatetic welancholy so
poignautly, thut to cecape bis atdience he some.
timed hio phosell and had to jbe bullhied into
speaking, Huoman nature, uniess it uwas the
levity of a girl in her teens, 18 not equal to the
duty of being ngreenble six nights in seven.
Once | halted at the great rallway town of
Patmos, and at the signt of my name
upon a hoard flence, felt w description of
indigration.  Tae committee reecived me
with the urbnanity ot soversigns; 1 had the
best room in the innj the iare was fresh
aud ravory: the audience quick to appreciate
and charitable to enthusiasin, Bt | seemed 0
be tuikme at the stake, with the llames in my
throut, I could pot suitle, Applause made me
eynical, I went back 1o my room with o dismal
consciousness o1 absoiute failure, snd would not
be comtoried by my dearest ingmate, The aext
morning, as 1 was leaviog the tows in wrath,
the enterpricing Patmians o' the as-otiation
overtook me, The words were on my lips.

“Take puack your money; I know | did not
enrn ie”

But the Becrctary only meant to invite me to
lecture aguin as 1 came eastward, and I heard
ham, like a nvan deliberately ided to,

It waus farchest from my anticipations, at the
beginuing, that 1 should have any campaigning
to do, us when ai army “nop-combatant;” but
once, &t the villnge of Ommyoruwm, I discovered,
alter my lecture, that two railways made no
connechon, wheraby 1 was quite cut ot (rom
the eity of Popoearapelt, thovgh solemnly an-
nounced to nppear there within eighteen hours,
But there wus auother rallway, iy odd mules
distant, which did make conuection with the
Popocatepelt road, and, tweaty minutes after [
heard of it. an obliging commitiec-man was

going sraight for the place, through the
ruts aud pitholes of the night. We drove alter-
pately: for it was cold as 1awmine, and

every bone i our bodies crackeéo, and tiem-
bled, and esicd out. Now I lell jrom the
forward seat into the shivering commitiec-man's
lap, und now thejeommittee-man butted me off
the sciit, so that our horge believed he was both

I thipk it was Jouston, the rising layman and
editor, who made so uniortonate conuectious
two years ugo, He struck a town on the wrong
night, and got o telegram, when just too late,
thet it was another town, sixty miles ofl, that
expected him. 8o hie pald a hundred dollars for
a gpecial train, and when bhe reached the other
town, rain fell, éo that the whole sudience wmight
nave been put out ol doors by one tolersbly
muscnlar man, In this munoer, one week's
experiwent lost Jouston both money and spirits,
though he was gaid to be a powerlul speaker,
The most embarassing cause of the leoturer's
non-rehability does not come ftrom  within
humeeif, but 18 due (o the carelossness
ol secretnries, The system of lecturmg in
the Uwnited States is o series ol skeins,
the threads of each skein being routes, and the
points where the skeins communicate are lite-
rary inielligence offices, Thus, Albang, Syra-
cuse, Buflulo, Pittsburg, Clevelsnd, Detroit,
Chietge, and Cincinnatl may be ocalled the in-
telligence oflices, At each of shere the Cor-
responding Secretury of the regular lecture
issociution digtributes his lectnrers to the sur-
rounidiug towns; 1t he be a man of method, he
¢an give thein eontinuons encagaments, so that
they will lose no nights in wieness, and yet
tinvel only emnall distances each day. But where
A Secretary undertskes to “munage”’ a dozen
lecturers, he not uncommonly esbhakes them
together hke so many sugac-pluiss o o box, It
wis Lhe Prolessor Bourgee e and Reverend Rip-
ple who so met cach other one seuson, Bour-
geoise was riding wlong joyously becween Michs-
gan and Dloos, calculativg the amonat of
motion in digesuon, and wondering why his
dinner didn't give him more beal, when these
dynamical reflections were arrvsied by & hund
on his shoulder:—

“Good morning, Bourgeolse! where do you
speak tonight 1 ‘ .

“At Chibhusbua, my dear Ripple,”

“Hless my soul, no! ltis I who am booked
for Ch:hunhuu."

“No, sir 17

From Builnlo to Toledo there is no settlement
of any deseription that does not claim a natural
superiority.  Of the merits ol these elaims I am
not informed; Lut in this villuge pride les much
of the mdividual energy of the country, You
can never make aogreat pation out of i people
w}lm are ready to admit any thing sguinst them-
selves,

The devotional character of the American
people can never be fully understood by one
who is 1am liar with the Eas: alone, The young
{ilterateur who does not stir out of New York
may write lashionnble skepticism for his own
litile cirele with some applause, and esteem the
hizghest uppreciation that ol ratioualists and
materialists. But this is a country of religious
people; and in those parts of the West woere
we dimly hear ol strauge sects and gospels, the
orthodox preacher i most powerinl, 1 think I
never lectured belors any audicnee where two
clergymen were not present, and they repre-
seuted the most progressive intelligence ol the
town. As a specimen of the extreme plety of
the Northwest, I may reler to my expericnce in
Gilbon, Miwclngan,

Gilboa appiied for me very early in thoe sea-
son, and 1 looked at the map in vain 1o find it
Coneluding 1 to be a very little place, I half
made up my mind to dechine the invitation; but
the Gilhonites manifested so obliging, loreivine,
and accommodating a s=pirit, that I could not
finally eay nay. Therelore, one atternoon in
February, 1 gotout of a Michigan Central train
und while looking lugubriously ata great, coldl
stuge-conch, which was marked *“*Gilbon,” a
voung Indian of the Chippewa tribe introduced
himselt as the Becretury of the Gilhoa In-
glitute, He and two of his assoclates puk me
in 4 ‘“‘jumper,” and we tollowed the snow-
bellé over wild and vaguely peopled kills,
in the midst of whieh, ever unlr finon, A
frozen luke hung suspended. The winds
wire plercing; the rkies were cold as marble;
the farms, hewn out of oak, showed vet the
tusks ot thew primal wilderness, driven under
ground but still defant. Twelve miles ol abo-
riginal travel—the reing held by this son of a
Cluppewa Chiel, which made even sierner and
mole savage the gallop towards the Poles—
showed us on a bleak Willtop, where n few
indomitable ouks held picket ugamst the storm,
a cariered settlement, wlineh reminded me of a
Jesuit Miss'on Post, such as Pere Margquette
catpblished. In the widale a grent brick cot-
tage stood, three stories high, lanked across
e vond by xo acadeny of Iramed plank; and
eyvery 1es dence in the town was cither a profes-
sor's, or tbav of some family which had re-
moved hither to give s children nn education,
A Congregavionnl minister founded it. Lost
one duy 1 the woods, in the winter of 1857, he
came out thrice on this hll-top, and at last said to
bhimgelt: **God i8 tu tois: he means me to found o
echool here.”  Another cottage in Ohio bad pre-
viously been renred by this Protestant Jesuirg
but he sgein went zealously Lo work, preaching
the Gospel of education, and loday there ure
at Gilbua three hunared men, glrls, boys, and
women—Dblack, red, and pale-taced —and a Lown
without a tavern, which does not desire iscll’ to
be the county-scat, nor to have a ralway
within ten miles of it. The whole faeuley uultvﬂ
upon me, ull of them, I think, being clergmen,
and one of these sald that every resident of the
town of dccountable years was a “‘prolessing
Christian.” 1t very naturally ocearred to Our
Own Correspoadent that ho bad reached the
wrong camp, and the unpulse was formidable
to bide my:=ell in the woods, Tuois dizpming
with doctors In the temple was at least novel:
and when | took my pince in the pulple ot the
cnurch, I was pot a little slarmed by the eboir,
chmbing to my side, and rebenrsine, **Behold,
the Bridegroom cometh.” Then we had a prayer,
